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JAIL TERM FOR SPEEDER 


City Judge E. J. Ryan, who has no particular reputation 
for being ‘’tough’’ in the matter of imposing sentences, really 
cracked down last week when he sent to jail for five days a 
motorist who had been arrested for allegedly driving more 
than 85 miles an hour on Bayshore highway in Menlo Park. 

The 85-mile-an-hour jaunt was only part of the case. Ac- 
cording to police reports, the driver had been clocked at more 
than 100 mpr by sheriff’s officers who radioed ahead for 
Menlo Park police to halt the car. 


That is pretty fast, even for Bayshore highway, where a 
common rule of driving is to get ahead of the fellow in front 
of you. The sentence was imposed the same week in which 
a motorist met violent death in a headon crash on Bayshore. 
We commend Judge Ryan for his action and hope it may be a 
deterrent to crazy driving at least in the Menlo Park section 
of Bayshore. 

We don’t suggest such a course as common practice in 
dealing out penalties, but we recall an occasion in a police 
court in another city when a dozen or so convicted speeders 
were escorted, by order of the court, to the city morgue. There 
they were shown the body of a man who had been killed in a 
traffic accident that same day. 

The offenders didn’t like the idea very much, but it seem- 
ed to give them a pretty good impression of what can result 
from violating traffic laws.

+The roots act as a sponge, 
pumping water and draining. 
ground and emitting odorous anti- 
septic emanations frem its leaves. 

Other claims for the species in- 
clude those to the effect that the 
eucalyptus tree was valuable because 
“of the anti-bilious quality of its 
foliage which, by the rapid absorp- 
tion of noxious fever-breeding ma- 
laria, acts as a preventative of some 
of the worst common forms of fever 
prevalent in many parts of the state 
(of California) .” 

All told, about 60 varieties of eu- 
calyptus grow in the state. 


CHARACTERISTIC 
Meanwhile, the oak trees, perhaps 
the most characteristic of the trees 
which once abounded in what is now 
Menlo Park, continue to thrive. 
Their close identity with the 
area has not been lost on the 
Menlo Park city government: 
about a year and a half ago, the 
oak tree was formally adopted as ~ 
a part of the city’s official medal- 
lion, used to identify the city’s 
vehicles and other equipment. 
The actual tree portrayed on the 
medallion, incidentally, stands near 
Alma street, west of Burgess park 
gym, in the civic center area—just 
as it has continued to do for count- 
less scores of years.
